THE PROBLEM OF GOOD 
GOVERNMENT IN ALBERTA 


It is a most encouraging sign of 
the times that more and more the 
rank and file among the citizens of 
this great province are taking a 
practical interest in the problem of 
good government. The more this in- 
terest is developed, the shorter will 
be the life of a government like the 
present, which stands arraigned and 
condemned by weight of evidence at 
the bar of popular judgment. The 
day is fast approaching wher it will 
be impossible for any government 
long to remain in power with a 
record like that of the parcy now in 
office. 

The electors are the real govern: 
ment of this country, and it’ becomes 
their duty, when they shall become 
convinced that the affairs of the 
province are not being run for the 
best interests of the people, to agi- 
tate for an immediate change. In 
this agitation we pzopose to, take a 
part, believing that the recent bye- 
elections most surely indicate -that 
the present government in Alberta 
do not possess the confidence of the 
people. In fact it {s no very great 
stretch of the truth to say that such 
a result as greeted the government, 
in the bye-elections referred to, des- 
pite the powerful forces brought to 
bear in behalf of Liberal candidates, 
amounts to little short of a defeat 
to the Premier and to his entire 
party. When we take further accoun: 
of the fact that within his own party 
caucus the Premier, it is said, has 
also been without a majority sup- 
port and has had to accept the terms 
of C. W. Cross in order to retain his 
position at the head of affairs, we 
are forced to the conclusion that the 
Premier’s refusal to appeal at once 
to the people is an evidence that 
he is without any high political self 
respect, and actuated only by a love 
of office. That the Premier is afflict- 
ed with contempt for the people, and 
for the majority of the members of 
his own party, is evidenced by his 
assumption of a multiplicity of lucra- 
tive offices which ought, in the inter- 
ests of efficiency and good govern- 
ment, to be under the administration 
of other competent men. His action 
in this respect reminds one of the 
story which is told facetiously of 
William Penn, who did much to con- 
ciliate the Indians in Puritan times, 
but who is said to have introduced 
among the savages a game played by 
the palefaces and, while pointing 
them to a better world above, to 
have dealt himself four aces from 
the bottom of the pack and won the 
game. 


It is rumored that possibly the 
Premier will appeal to the country 
during the coming summer with a 
railway policy, in the hope that the 
faint chance of his return to power 
which now exists may be sufficient 
to secure for him a further lease of 
political life. Providing his policy is 
in any sense one upon which to stake 
a chance, he would be wise to pur- 
sue this course ere the faint and 
fragile probability of his endorsement 
fades uway forever. We incline 
however to the view that he will 
stay at his unrepresentative task un- 
til the shroud in preparation for him 
is complete, and the Conservatives of 
the province have made the final 
arrangements for his burial. From 
the standpoint of public convenience, 
however, his tardy shuffling off of the 
smortal coil is not in keeping with 


the hustling spirit of the west which 
likes to have all things done decent- 
ly and in order, but with despatch. 


It is too much for even such an 
imaginative man as the Premier to 
hope that any sort of promise which 
he may make to the people with re- 
gard to railways will avail to re- 


*|turn him to his present position. His 


record is what he will have to be 
jadged by, not by a bunch of splen- 
did promises of railway construction 
which he may dangle before the 
people. It is an unfortunate fact for 
the Premier that his word in the 
province carries no conviction of sin- 
carity to the average man. Promises 
to be of any account, like evidence 
in a court of justice, must presuppose 
character in the witness. We regret 
to state that the Premier of Alber- 
ta has not the necessary standing to 
make his promises convincing. 
Inasmuch as they are made in or- 
der to retain office and allay politic- 
al dissentions, they naturally fail to 
ring true. The ring of truth cannot 
Le successfully imitated. This is an 
unfortunate fact ultimately for every 
time serving politician.

HAIL INSURANCE. 


—— 


The question of hail insurance has 
bothered farmers a good deal of late, 
and many views are handed out as 
to the best system to adopt. Per- 
haps the general tax on all lands, 
suggested by some, is the most un- 
reasonable plan of any. If all lands 
are taxed to protect the few from 
loss by hail, why should not ‘ the 
rancher, who does not raise crops 
and therefore could have no loss by 
hail, have all lands taxed to com- 
pensate him against loss by disease 
among his cattle or horses; or why 
should not others be protected from 
loss. of hay or timber by prairie 
fires, or others, again, losses in 
various ways? The taxing of all 
lands is not, to our mind, possible 
or just. The better way is to give 
all farmers an opportunity to in- 
crease their protection by increasing 
the payments up to a certain 
amount. 

It will be remembered that the 
Rutherford government taxed all 
outside land, that is land outside a 
school district, a few cenzs per acre, 
the proceeds to go to the university 
and common school districts. It 
was created solely to benefit the 
university and was not popular, nor 
has it been since, and the scheme 
was modified by giving public schools 
a slice of the proceeds, thereby keep- 
ing them quiet. The reason why it 
is not popular is because farmers 
living on the outskiris of civiliaa- 
tion, and who cannot have a school 
of their own to educate their child- 
ren, are compelled, during the most 
trying years of their life, to con- 
tribute to the support of an institu- 
tion built solely for the benefit of 
the better class of people, who are 
able to send their children to univer- 
sity without this help. 

If the grain growers want protec- 
tion, let them arrange for insurance 
among themselves, but they have no 
right to expect others ta pay them 
for their losses any more than they 
could be expected to be taxed to pay 
losses of others although they deriv- 
ed no benefit directly or indirectly 
for doing so.

PANAMA AND CANADA. 


It is beginning to be appreciated 
by outsiders as well as by ourselves, 
says the Detroit News, that the com- 
pletion of the Panama canal will 
work great transformation in com- 
Merce, economics, geography, popu- 
lation centres and travel. At this 
moment, perhaps, no people have a 
more lively sense of the importance 
of the great canal than the railroad 
builders and the people of Western 


Canada. 
A peculiar rivalry has° arisen “ng: 
tween the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way. and the Panama enterprise as 
to how soon each will be completed. 
The builders of that road from Que- 
bec to Prince Rupert, in British Col- 
umbia, openly avow theic intention 
of. completing their Pacific coast ter- 
minal in time for the Panama canal 
opening, and of putting on a line of 
steamers which will carry all ‘the 
grain of Alberta, northern British 
Columbia and the great Peace River 
district: through the Panama canal to 
the ports of. Europe. © The! Grand 
Trunk Pacific was to be completed in 
1915... Now that President Taft has 
announced that the canal will be 
opened in July, 1913, the Canadian 
railroad builders announce that their 
road will be completed then, too. 
All the Pacific ports of the United 
States and Canada are spending mil- 
lions of dollars to improve their har- 
bors in anticipation of this trade. 
There are in the making northern 
Pacific ports that will-_prove the nat- 
ural outlet for the great west, and the 
advantage of the cheap water rates 
will give that coast a boom which it 
has never before experienced. If one 
considered the matter in a narrow 
parochial light, the digging of the 
canal might be regarded as of no ma- 
terial benefit to the great lakes dis- 
trict, but rather a detriment, be- 
cause of the diverson of the chan- 
nels of trade, the upsetting of lines 
of travel and the formation of new 
centres of population to the far 
northwest, not cantributory to us. 
But as a matter of fact, every dol- 
lar well spent on the coast will help 
the commerce of the whole conti- 
nent. We would rather manufacture 
for a future Prince Rupert of 500,000 

people than for a lesser one.

SEPARATE SCHOOL TAX AGAIN 


In another column will be found a 
letter from Rev. Father Voisin to, 
the School Board, claiming a share 
of dhe taxes from the Public School 
district, in accordance with legisla- 
tion passed by the Sifton govern: 
ment last year. ‘ 

Under this legislation the ratepay- 
ers of the Public Schools of Albersa 
are asked and compelled to pay an 
extra sum towards the support and 
maintenance of Roman Catholic Sep- 
arate Schools of the Province. 

That the sum is small does not 
help the issue in the least. A time 
may come when the amount will be 
larger. 

The fact remains that although 
all Roman Catholics are withdrawn 
from the Public School district to 
support a Separate School, that is 
not enough. By a most glaring piece 
of legislation all companies are com- 
pelled to give a share of their taxes 
to Separate School support, or rath- 
er, by taking no notiee, the Public 
School Board are compelled to pay 
for them, and the taxes are there- 
fore paid by .-he Public School rate- 
payers at large. 

This legislation of the Sifton gov- 
ernment, to which we have drawn 
attention before, goes further we be- 
lieve than any Provincial government 
in Canada, outside of Quebec, and 
the people who now tolerate such 
legislation may live to see the time 
when they will regret, in sackcloths 
and ashes, their apathy. in allowing 
it to become law.

INCREASE OF SALARY 

ASKED FOR. 

At the last Council meeting 


Secretary-Treasurer A. T. Stephenson 
made application for an increase of 
salary to $2,500 per year. Mr. 
Stephenson is not only Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Town, but Assessor 
as well, besides filling other offices, 
and he has done his work with the 
utmost credit to himself and citizens 
at large. In Medicine Hat the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer gets $1,750 and the 
assessor $1,320, making $21,070 for 
the two offices. In McLeod the two 
offices cost in salaries $3,300. In 
Wetaskiwin the salary is $2,400. In 
Lethbridge the Secretary-Treasurer 
alone gets $2,500. Our Secretary- 
Treasurer's duties and responsibili- 
ties as commissioner, and a large 
quantity of work that would be done 
by a resident engineer, had we one, 
gives him unlimited scope for all the 
efforts he is capable of displaying on 
behalf of the town. We might say 
the question was laid over to a full 
meeting of the Council in February. 
The News is strongly in favor of 
the raise, as the business of this 
municipality has been placed on a 
splendid business basis, and this is 
due largely to Mr. Stephenson's 
efforts. He is en-Itled to all he is 
asking, and we feel that the Coun- 
cil will look with favor on the 
proposition when the question is 
brought before them.

owner of stray. cattle. - As the law 
now stands, ‘stray cattle found, in 
the ‘herd of any: person must ‘be. ad- 
vertised and’ the brand reader noti- 


fied, at an expense of several dollars 


including loss of-time. A well known 
rancher. of the Pine Lake district 
made a suggestion to us a few days 
ago which, in our opinion,’ would go 
far to solve the difficulty, namely, 
have vhe government post a copy. of 
the brand book in every post office 
m the province; fastened-to the wall, 
where all residents could see it at 
will, This would not, of course, 
find the owner of cattle not branded, 
but it would:be of great benefit to 
ranchers who always brand and who 
are put, to great. inconveniznce to 
find owners of strays.

Whaley has a like crew, 
being the farthest west of any of the 
camps. Others have large contracts 
to take logs from the skids to the 
Big Red Deer river. The company is 
consu:ning a fine lot of provision: 
and feed caring for so many men 
and teams.—Olds Gazette. r 


In the last week of Decembar, 1910, 
there was an epidemic of grip in 
New York, and the death rate was 
reported at 18.36 a thousand a year. 
In the last week of December, 1911, 
there was no grip epfdemic, and thi 
death rate fell to 13.71 a thousand a 
year. The grip is generally counted 
an anoying rather than a dangerous 
diseas>. Theso New York calcula- 
tions indicate that it ranks well up 
amonz ¢he causes of death. A dis- 
tumpcr that raises the mortality 
rate, even for a weck, by five a 
thousand of population, is a fair 
mate of its kind for more dreaded 
afflictions.

That the Convention. express its 
faith in the practicability of the Sas- 
katchewan Co-operative Elevator 
scheme and ask that our Provincial 


government. put a like scheme into] 


effect. 

That it is the belicf of this Con- 
vention that the clause in the Grain 
Act giving power io a country ele- 
vator operator to forward storage 
grain to the eastern terminals is 
detrimental to the farming interests 
of Alberta, and request an amend- 
ment making that clause not applic- 
able to Alberta. And also to pre- 
vent an elevator blockade and to 
provide for shipment of grain east 
or west, that Calgary be declared 
to be a terminal where grain may bo 
forwarded for storage and distribu- 
tion. 

That this convention again protest 
against the high minimum weights 
of cars and demand that when the 
shipper requires a car of from 
30,000 to 48,000 ths. capacity and 
the same is not furnished, but larger 
cars given, the company be required 
to fuynish such larger car at a min- 
imum of the capacity of the smaller 
car ordered.

It was shown that many ratepay- 
ers able to pay their taxes had fail- 
cd to do so owing to the fact that 
they have to pay only 6 per cent. in- 
terest.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The Commissioners brought in the 
following report : 

The watermain around the hill 
east of Town will be completed this 
weck if the weather moderates. Con 
struction work will ‘nen be = shut 
down until spring. We will com- 
menee work cleaning out the outer 
filtration basin at the wacerworks in- 
tate. The water will probably be 
somewhat muddy while this work is 
frong on but that condition is un- 
avoidable and the work will be com- 
pleted as soon as possible. 

We have changed the insurance on 
the pumps and fittings ito a co- 
insurance risk. For the same amount 
of insurance ($6,000) we get a rate 
of 2.65 instead of which we have been 
paying 2.90. 

vie have instructed the 
Police to look after any cases of 
poor. or destitute people in town 
and see if they are in need of food 
or fuel from time to time. We have 
supplied fucl’in some cases. 

Chicf Bell reports that, though the 
weather reports are taken nightly, 
the C.P.R. will not send the reports 
away as they claim they art not 
wanted. We believe the Board of 
Trade should take this matter up 
with the proper authorities and see 
that the reports are published the 
‘same as those of other large towns. 

On Jan. 2nd.we requested Fire 
Chief Meeres to make a personal in- 
spection of all buildings within the 
fire limits and of others in Town 
that might appear to be dangerous 
from a fire standpoint. Most of the 
buildings have been inspected and the 
occupants or owners notified to make 
any changes required by the Fire 
\ Chief. 

Last Friday a fire occurred in a 
small house on 3rd St. S.E., in 
which, unfortunately, a child was 
suffocated. The inside of the house 
being lined with paper —-and cotton 
gave the fire a big start before it 
was noticed. Though the firemen 
were onthe scene a very short time 
after the alarm was turned in, it was 
impossible to save the child, efforts 
that were made before they arrived 
being futile. The verdict of the Cor- 
oner’s jury was accidental death 
with no blame attached to anyone. 

We have called for tenders for the 
supply of 40 tons of coal for the 
fire hall and office up to 13th inst.; 
also for the supply of hay and. oats. 
We recommend that we be authorized 
to accept the most satisfactory ten- 
der. 

We submit herewith statement of 
receipts and disbursements for Dee. 

Rabies among dogs is reported 
from Edmonton and Strathcona. This 
is supposed to have been brought in 
from Port Arthur district, where 
the disease is prevalent a: present. 
Last week a man died there from the 
disease contracted from a bite. As 
this is spread usually by stray dogs, 
of which a large number are around 
Town, we recommend that we be 
authorized to have all stray dogs 
around Town destroyed. 

During the past quarter the Police 
report the following number of street 
are lamps out : Oct. 8, Noventber 3], 
December 30, and to Jan. 9th this 
month 8.

Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader.

SENT CLAIM FOR LARGER REPRESENTATION, 


Vancouver, Jan. 9.—Considerable 


; discussion has been indulged in con- 


cerning ‘the redistribution of the 
Dominion parliamentary constituen- 
cies in British Columbia following 
the census taken in 1910. 

The British. Norvh America Act 
passed on March 29, 1867, provided 
that there should be assigned to the 
different provinces after the taking 
of the census, such a number of mem- 
bers as will bear the same propor- 
tion in the number of its population 
(ascertained. at such census) as_ the 
number 65 bears to the number of 
‘the population of the provinte of 
{ Quebec, as ascertained at the taking 
of such census. 

The population of the province of 
Quebec as shown by the census taken 
which 


in 1910 is 2,000,697, shows 


that each of the sixty members from] hair. 


the province of Quebec will repres- 
ent. on an average-a_ constituency of 
130,779 persons 

The population of British Columbia 
as shown by the recent census is 
362,768, and when the redistribution 
is made, according to Mr. H. H. 
Stevens, M.P., the British Columbia 
delegation will ask for a representa- 
tion of 12 members. 

According to Mr. Stevens the redis- 
tribu-ion will not be taken up by the 
present government until a — short 
time prior to the next general elec- 
tion, following the precedent sct firs, 
by Sir John Macdonuld in 1894, and 
followed by the Laurier administra- 
tion in 1904. In both instances these 
administrations did not make ‘he re- 
distribution until nearly four years 
after the ecnsus was taken. 

Mr. Stevens stated that there was 
a demand by some of the Liberal 
members that the redistribution 
shold take place this year, . bu. he 
explains that if that were done, it 
would be nevessary to at once de- 
clare another general election, which 
is not necessary at the present time, 
would be expensive and violate the 
rea;onable precedent set by both the 
previous Conservative and Liberal 
administrations.

Dear Mr. Editor,_Will you kindly 
allowme.to correct) mistakes — pub- 
lished in the’ News and other ‘papers 
with reference. to the. fire at Quill 
Lak, 
I woke up and asked my wife if she 
had: left: a light: burning.: She replied 
‘“‘No,’’ T said. ‘‘Look!" We both 
jumped, out of bed, I leading the 
way, and ran downstairs. I saw the 
house in full blaze, and called to my 
wife. to save the children, as she 
was ‘coming down, ‘She ran upstairs 
and called them. -Florence was out 
of bcd, and said to her mother, ‘‘Oh 
ma, where is George?’’. That was her 
little brother, two years and three 
months. old, who used to sleep with 
her, He was at the foot of the bed. 
She got him and was coming to- 
wards the others, my wife, baby thir- 
teen months, a boy seven years, and 
two little girls, four years and nine 
years, when the flames burst into the 
room. The flooring had caught. We 
were all upstairs at the time, I 
going to take the children from my 
wife. My wife saw Florence by the 
bright flames and then the terrible 
‘moke came nearly choking all of 
them, but she got the window out, 
and that revived us a little. The 
flames that caught my dear Florence 
caught us all, as our heads were 
burnt. 1 took the three children 
from my wife, she following with the 
laby, and put them out of the door. 
I then tried three times to get up- 
stairs, but was driven back by 
smoke and flames. My wife then 
tritd to get up the porch to the 
window and that lgoke down, hurt- 
ing her terribly. We found we could 
do nothing more, so I took them to 
the stable, only clad in their night 
dresses, where .we all waited, praying 
for help to come. [ went round and 
round the building trying. to see if 
J could only see anything of them 
and rescue the bodies from the flam- 
es, although I was in my bare feet 
and clad only. in my night shirt. 

You will sce not one of us had 
Jeft the building. I never saw Flor- 
cnce nor even heard her speak. 

Hoping you will allow me space to

Homemade fire 
Extinguisher 


A homemade fire extinguisher easily 
made and always ready for use can 


be’ mado by any one. Pro- 
cure the required number of thin, 
flat pint or quart bottles, make a 


solution composed of one gallcn of 
water, three pounds of salt and one 
and one-half pounds of sal ammoniac. 
Fill the bottles not quite full and 
cork, seal the corks over with any 
scaling wax, tie a stout cord around 
the neck of each bottle and hang in 
any handy place. In case of fire 
shake one of the bottles slightly to 
mix contents and throv, in such a 
manner that it ‘will break as close 
as possible to the fire. A gas is 
formed that will smother out the 
fire. By using the inexpensive ex- 
tinguishers many small conflagyations 
may be prevented, and many times 
the small fire will cause th: big one 
if not placed under control in time.
